WAITING SPANISH FLEET. 


Every Preparation Made For Protection of 


Atlantic Coast, 
To Invade Cuba, 


The Paris Reaches New York. Drafting Cubans 


in Spanish Army. Germany Will Inter- 


fere in the Philippines. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, April 30.—All attention is 


now centered on the preparations to in- 
vade Cuba with American troops. This 
will be for the purpose of establishing a 
foottold for the landing of supplies for 
the insurgents, and no attempt will be 
made to occupy the island. 


The announcements of the movement 


of the Spanish fleet from % Vincent has 
brougt to a point the plans long under 
way for the protection of the Atlantic 
coast. All the lightships on the coast 
have been ordered withdrawn, and every 
possible aid to the enemy's fleet Will be 
taken away. 


Meanwhile the 
nortLern coast 
is 


patrolled by the cruisers Minneapolis and 
Columbia, and constant bulletins are re- 
ceived at the navy department of their 
positions. The cruisers St. Louis, St. 
Paul, and Harvard, will also move to sea 
at once, and be used to patrol the coast, 


At the first report of an approaching 


fleet, Admiral Sampson will be called on 
to send some of his ships to the scene of 
probable attack, and every possible ship 
will be concentrated near the endangered 
point. 


The fact that the two torpedo boats 


leaving St. Vincent ware in tow of big 
transports is regarded as a sign that in 
the collision reported yesterday these 
vessels were disabled beyond the possi- 
bility of repair at St. Vincent. 


Anxiety is felt as the destination of the 


more formidable part of the Spanish 
fleet that has sailed westward from Cape 
Verde. 


If they are headed for Cuba the navy 


department calculates that 
they are 


likely to reach Porto Rico about May 7. 
If they arrive at Porto Rico they will be 
in Imminent danger of capture by Ad- 
miral Sampson's squadron,

INVASION OF CUBA 


To Be made Early Next Week, Under 


General Shutter. 


(By Associated Press.) 


Washington, April 30.—The plans and 


purposes of the war department, which 
Is now assuming ita share of responsi- 
bility in the war with Spain, are slowly 
but definitely developing. 
There is to 


be quick action. 
No time will be lost 


In getting a detachment of the regular 
troops into Cuba, 
Men are being hur- 


ried to the front. 


From Chiekamauga park, the present 


rendezvous, 5000 infantrymen are to be 
sent to the front at ones to Tampa, there 
to be joined by 1000 calvaryrnen. 
The 


date for their departure from Tampa has 
been fixed. It will be Wednesday next, 


t May 
4. 


By that time the eight transports which 


have been chartered by the government 
will be in the port of Tampa, ready to 
carry their burden of human lives to the 
shore of Cuba. 
At present all haste is 


being made to get the men to Tampa, 
and thece has been no such hurrying and 
skurrying since the days of '61. 


The plan of campaign has been thor- 


oughly discussed by the secretary of 
war and his military advisers. It is the 
present intention to land the first force 
merely for the purpose of determining 
at Matanzas, although Sagua la Grande 
has also been considered. The latter is a 
small town in Santa Clara province, 
considerably to the east of Matanzss and 
some distance from the sea. A railroad, 
(however, runs from Sague to La Isabel, 
iwhich is on the shore, at the mouth of 
,the Sagua rlve'r. 


If Matanzas remains the selected port 


fit invasion, the bombardment, which 
will clear the way for the troops, will be 
(far more vigorous than the one in which 
.Admiral Sampson indulged last Wednes- 
£ay, and which, it is stated by the of- 
ficials of the navy department, showed 
the character of the defenses there. 


It having been shown that the forts 


guarding Matanzag can be easily de- 
molished, no difficulty is anticipated in 
effecting a landing: for the troops, and 
as soon aa this has been accomplished 
the food and munitions of war for the 
insurgent a will be supplied to the latter, 
who will be massed on the outside of the 
town. Should the Spanish troops gather 
in force to prevent Invasion the guns of 
the ships will shell their camp and will 
drive them back. 


It ia.reallzed that the Spanish forces 


on the island aggregate fully 60,000 men, 
out it is not believed that anything like 
this number can be assembled at the 
point selected by the United States 
troops at the point of entrance. If the 
(program as it is at present outlined in 
.theory can be carried out in practice, 
the combined force* of the United States 
and Cuba will move from Matancu 
.upon the rear of Havana and invest the 
city. 


Next Wednesday General Shatter will 


transfer his headquarters to Cuban soil, 
the first officer to set foot on a foreign 
territory with a hostile army since the 
days when Wlnfleld Scott carried the 
war into Mexico. 
General Shafter'a 


duty, however, will not be conaned to 
the command of this comparatively 
•mall army of Invasion. 


Conferences between the president and 


Secretary Alger have resulted in the 
selection of four officers who are to 
manage the reai flghtlnr. They are men 
of experience and capacity. 
The plan 


is to eomtnissiesi four of the brigadier 
•jeneral* of the regular army as major 
generals of volunteer*. The officers who 
have been seleeted are a* follows; Brig- 
adier General William R. Shatter, Brig- 
adier General Elwell 8. OUs, Brigadier 
General Henry C. Merrlam, Brigadier

These are the 


officers who will have the real work of 
handling the volunteer force* whioh are 
eventually to go'to Cuba.

LAFAYETTE POST, <3. A. R., AND ITS 


GREAT WORK OF *rICRUITING. 


Vhre* Beviments to Ito Baited, Armed 


»nd Uniformed—Business Ken Who Are 
Hoahlng the Work — eminent Veterans 
Among Its M«mb«rs—An Incident or Two 


NEW YORK, April 80.—[Special.]—La- 


foyotte post, Q. A. R., IB ocrtnluly taking 
the palm from all other New York organ- 
izations engaged in recruiting troops for 
the war against Spain. It bus 20 stations 
in all, 22 in the Greater Now York and 
sovon in other parts of this state, and is 
pushing the good work along with charac- 
teristic vim and ensrgjr. 


The headquarters of the post are on the 


tenth floor of the big insurance office at 
256 Broadway. A recruiting offloe is also 
maintained thore, four rooms being occu- 
pied together. One of these rooms is sot 
opart for recruiting purposes, une for gen- 
eral business, so to speak, and two for the 
use of typewriters and clerks, of whom 
there are perhaps a score, all working 
away for dear life from early morning till 
evening every day. They are no busier, 
however, than the clerks In tho roo 
ting 


office, where a long line of men, most of 
them ablebodled, clear eyed and physical- 
ly "fit," is constantly waiting while its 
members sign the rolls of the poit as vol- 
unteers. 


Rushing Thing! For Sara, 


Every day at 4 o'clock the executive 


committee, composed of solid business 
jnon nnd veterans who know how powder 
smells, to a man, meets in the "business" 
room to discuss the work and provide,the 
ways and nations. 


"Wayeancl means" with Lafayette post, 


by the way, is a term of some significance, 
for not only is It the intention to raise at 
least three regiments, one whole brigade, 
but also to uniform and equip the vol- 
unteers completely in the best style that 
money can afford. 


This last makes the work now rx»t«« 


carried on by Lafayette post of great value, 
and it could not be accomplished, of 
course, were not its comrades mostly men 
of solid substancs. It is probable, though 
I am not sure, that Lafayette is the rich- 
est Grand Army post in the country, and 
its membership past and present includes 
an unusual number of men who are known 
the length and breadth of the land. 
Among them are Captain Zalinski, now 
a member of the regular army, tho fame 
of whose dynamite gun has carried his 
name all over the world ns well as from 
ocean to ocean in this country; General 
A. W. Greely, the arctic explorer, whose 
Bufferings and heroism in the frozen north 
cannot well be discounted by the experi- 
ences cf any one on the battlefield; Gen- 
eral Daniel Butterfiold, present command- 
er of the post; Colonel Chauncey M. De- 
pew, who was all ready to fight, but 
couldn't get the chance; Joel B. Ebrhardt, 
equally well known in politics and war; 
Richard W. Gilder, editor of The Century 
Magazine; Charles B. Hall, the steel en- 
graver, whose collection of war portraits 
and rare publications is not exceeded by 
any tning of the sort in existence; George 
L. Kilmer, whose writings on the civil 
war have made him well known wherever 
newspapers and magazines are read; Gen- 
eral Roy Stone and scores of others now 
living well worth mention, while the roll 
of the "mustered out" is scarcely a less 
notable one, 


Thorough Work of the Pott. 


Unlike some of the organizations that 


are gathering recruits, Lafayette poet pur- 
poses handing over to the government 
only men who are known to be physically 
capable of enduring the rigors of life in 
camp and in the field, and to this end the 
post surgeon, the past post surgeon and a 
corps of assistants duly appointed will give 
all the most thorough physical examina- 
tion, rejecting those who cannot stand the 
test. 
v 


The past work of the post, like that 


•wluob it is now carrying on, has always 
been conducted in the most thorough man- 
ner, and no doubt its efforts have had 
much to do with the maintenance of pa- 
triotic reeling generally and the implant- 
ing of the saiuo among the young. 


It was Lafayette post that began the 


practice of presenting large and handsome 
flags to schools and colleges in various 
parts of the country, many thousands of 
dollars having been expended in this way. 
The most expensive of these presentations 
has not yet taken place, however, though 
scheduled for an early date, when a bronze 
flagstaff, pedestal and flag already nearly 
finished and costing $5,000, are to be pre- 
sented to Columbia university. 


It was Lafayette, too, that gave tho 


largest G. A. B post contribution to tho 
Grant monument fund, besides which 
ma^yof its members contributed most lib- 
eraiiy as individuals, and, while U. S. 
Grant post had the right of line at the 
Grant funeral, Lafayette was selected as 
special escort for the body of General W. 
T. Sherman when that grim and loyal old 
warrior was laid to rest. 


Scenes at Recruiting Stations. 


Perhaps the "hottest" recruiting sta- 


tion of Lafayette post is located at the 
Mills hotel, where Citizen George Francis 
Train holds forth, but there's excitement 
a-plenty at all of them. 


One of the most stirring incidents yes- 


terday was afforded by a broad and sturdy 
German, who spoke his English with a 
strong Rhenish accent and oallad at tho 
head of a squad of 24 men, all of whom, 
he said, were well drilled veterans of the 
fatherland's army. They had intended to 
join a regiment recruiting on the east 
side composed almost exclusively of Ger- 
man veterans, like themselves, bat they 
had applied after the regiment was fall, 
and he was ready to turn, them over in a 
body to Lafayette. 


Another visitor was a young man of 


about 85, tall, straight as a mountain ash, 
deep chested, broad shouldered, clean 
limbed, clear eyed and well set up. He 
belonged to an np town atbletio club, he 
saiU, and he and bis fallow members, In 
number 50 at least, desired to enlist, and 
ho asked permission to open a station in 
the name of the post at the clubhouse. 


"Our men are all husky chaps," he 


said, "being not only trained in athletics, 
but well drilled in marching and the 
manual of arms, and their patriotism is 
redhot." 


He received (nil authorization of the 


post, together with its heartiest blessing, 
a handsome flag and a big bundle of en- 
listment blanks. 


"By and by," said a veteran who stood 


near, looking soberly enough amid the 
enthusiasm, "someof these boys will oome 
home minus an arm or a leg, •ome'others 
will be brought hcftne to be laid away un- 
der the sod, while some will neither oome 
nor be brought back. Then this genera- 
tion will begin to understand wbat 
rible thing war is."

and averages a trifle over 3 per cent of 
the whole weight. That of ale and beer 
includes, on the average, a little over 
oue-bulf of 1 per cent of protein and 
other nitrogenous compounds and 6 or 
7 per cent of -carbohydrates and allied 
substances. A pint (pound) of ale or 
beer would contain, roughly speaking, 
about as much of these nutritive sub- 
stances as 1 1-6 ounces of bread, and a 
pint of wine about as much as three- 
quarters of en ounce of bread."—Out- 
look. 


Dogs Meet the Train. 


The oriental express, the 
famous 


train from Paris to Constantinople, ar- 
rives at the Turkish capital three times 
a week at a certain hour in the after- 
noon. When the tram comes in, says an 
exchange, there are always many dogs 
ready to receive it. Before the passen- 
gers have had time to get out the dogs 
jump into the carriages aud search ev- 
erywhere under the seats and in corners 
for the scraps of luncheon left by the 
passengers, and when they have found 
all the pieces they go away. The re- 
markable thing is that they never come 
at any time except when tho oriental 
express is due; that they never make a 
mistake in the day, and always remem- 
ber that between Friday and Monday 
there are two days and not one. They 
pay no attention to looal trains, because 
little or no food is left in them owing 
to tbe short rides the passengers take. 
. Exactly this same knowledge of the 
time table and of tho difference be- 
tween local and long distance trains has 
been noticed at the station of the Asiatic 
railways in Scutari, across the Bosporus. 


Hlitory of a Brave Bird. 
^ 


A great many misstaterueuts have 


been made about Old Abe, the live eagle 
of tbe Eighth Wisconsin regiment. Tbe 
facts of the bird's history have been 
supplied by Ella E. Gibson of Barre, 
Mass., and are given here for tbe infor- 
mation of readers: 


The Eighth regiment, Wisconsin in- 


fantry, In all its long maiobes daring 
th«* test threa years ot tie civil war, 
was accompanied by a live bird, which 
was carried on a peroh by a soldier. 
The bird was in all the battles of the 
regiment, bnt always escaped unscathed. 


Old Abe'i history is as follows: Ee 


was taken from tbe nest in 1861 by an 
Indian in Chippewa county, Wis., and 
was subsequently purchased by a citi- 
zen of Eau Claire, who presented him to 
Captain Perkins, the first oommandei 
of Company O. In 1864 be was brought 
home by tbe regiment and presented tc 
Governor Lewis, who transferred iinj 
to the state. He was kept in tbe cajmo! 
grounds at Madison as a valuable relic j 
of "he war until he died, March 26, 
1831, aged 20 years. Ho was often ex- 
hibited at fairs aud was a great attrac- 
tion a* tho centennial exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876.— Boston Globe.

"An officer who permits himself tc 


be insulted by a civilian without im-

missed." This is one of tbe unwritten 
clauses in the code of honor obtaining 
in tho corps of German officers. If tho 
insnlter is not eatisfaotionsfahig (ca- 
pable of giving Satisfaction)—that is to 
eay, if he belong to tho classes who are 
not wont to fight duels, then the officer 
must immediately draw bis sword and 
out him down or kill him on the spot 
with any other weapon. These laws are 
nowhere to be found written, yet they 
are strictly obeyed. At Augsburg ao 
officer in private clotbes recently re- 
ceived a blow on tbe face, without hav- 
ing given any cause of offense, from an 
impudent business olerk. It chanced 
that tbfrofflcer had a revolver with him. 
He, however, made no use of it, nor did 
be challenge the clerk, whom he regard- 
ed aa unworthy of meeting in a dnel. 
Instead of taking either of them stepi 
he bad recourse to *h« courts of justice, 
with tbe result that bis assailant wa» 
sentenced to 13 days' imprisonment. 
Thereupon the regimental officers'court 
of honor assembled and compelled tbe 
officer to band in bis resignation be- 
cause he bad not adequately upheld the 
dignity of an officer's rangy—Fall Mall 
Gazette.

The vrar department was very seriously 


:oicerned over the pnblioation in certain 
of the morning papers of the fact that 
Ganeral Shatter was to command the first 
detachment of troops to be sent to Cuba. 
It was feared that the announcement of 
Lieut. Kowan's landing and march to 
meet Garcia might lead to the untimely 
death of the brave officer. Both of these 
affairs were known in Washington, but it 
was Important that they should be kept 
from the 
Knowledge of the Spanish 


authorities. 


As a result, both departments of war 


md navy have issued sweeping orders to 
ill officers and bureaus not to give auy 
Information whatever to the press on sub- 
jects connected with the war. While this 
Beams at first to work hardship on those 
papers that are anxious to aid rather 
than obstruct the plans of the govern- 
ment, it is made absolutely necessary by 
the recent actions 
of the sensational 


journal*, which to give an added fact in 
regard to war are apparently ready to 
betray their government into Spanish 
hands. 


The time has come when the govern- 


ment is justified in taking extreme meas- 
ures. The existence of an old war law is 
apt to be overlooked in times of peace; 
but since 1806, or perhaps earlier, there 
has been in the regulations of the army 
this stringent provision: 
"Whosoever 


shall be convicted of holding correspond- 
ence with or giving intelligence to the 
enemy, either directly or indirectly, shall 
suffer deatb, or suoh ether punishment as 
shall be ordered by tne general or a 
court-martial. 


It was found necessary during the civil 


war to enforce this almost forgotten law. 
There is no record in the war department 
of the shooting of any newspaper man tor 
violating the order, but there are some 
histories of men who were hurried out of 
camp in disgrace and with warnings to bo 
in no hurry to return under pentlty of 
distressing results. 


The new orders of the war department 


are a hardship primarily to those who 
want all the news it is safe to have 
known. But it is forced on them by the 
readers of the sensational press which 
wi.l respect no trust, however sacred, in 
it? efforts to give more than the news. 
No honest paper or patriotic reader will 
cotiplam of the str.ctest enforcement of 
•be rules of secrecy. 
We shall know 


when we have defeated Spain, and mean- 
while we know that the government is 
acting with all the wisdom of great re- 
sponsibility.

Nearly every profession was repre- 


sented in favor of the eurfeW ordinance in 
the hearing held last evening. The chief 
of police is known to favor Its adoption, 
and hardly a dUientlng voice is beard.

If 
curfew is adopted, it should be as little of 
an experiment M possible, siuoe a failure 
would mean unwonted license among 
children of already wayward tendencies 
And above all, if curfew is adopted, it 
should be adopted with evary intention 
of enforcement. Such a law is iu con- 
stant danger of becoming a dead letter, 
which IB not only a laughing stock, but a 
positive harm to those it aims to benefit.

thing which will aid the police force to 
deal with juveniles of wild tendencies 
before they become actual criminals. If 
parents are ready to have the curfew or- 
dinance as it will be presented, enforced, 
let it be pasted aot as an experiment, bat

WASHINGTON, April 30—[Special.]—The 


last few months have been very trying 
upon the newspaper correspondents of the 
national capital. In a somewhat extended 
experience as a newsQiper man in thii 
city I do not remember another period in 
which the energies, the endurance and the 
staying qunlitios of tho men of the profes- 
sion woro put to so severe a test as they 
have been since the outbreak of the Span- 
ish crisis. Starting with the letter of Du- 
puy de Lome in which that diplomat ex- 
cited the world by offering an insult to 
the president of the United States the 
newspaper correspondents of Washington 
hava had no rest or peace. One sensational 
phase of our relations with Spain has fol- 
lowed fast upon another's heels, and for 
more than six weeka now the tension has 
been sharp and continuous. It must be 
remembered that the newspaper corre- 
spondents are compelled to start their work 
early in the morning in suoh times as 
these, and they are rarely through with 
their daily tasks before midnight or 1 or 
even 9 o'clock in the morning.

are called upon to expend in hunting in- 
formation and then In putting it in proper 
form for transmission upon the wires is 
something tremendous. 


It may well be doubted if any other men 


in Washington have hnd such hard and 
trying work to do as the correspondents. 
If there is any exception, it must be made 
in the case of President MoKinley. His 
job has been a hard one, indeed, and I 
havo beard more than one veteran corre- 
spondent gay with evident earnestness and 
sincerity, "The president's place is the 
only one in town that is harder than 
mine." The fidelity and accuracy with 
which the news of the day has been re- 
ported from Washington throughout this 
long period of strain speaks volumes for 
the newspaper men of this city. As a mat- 
ter of fact there has been very little sensa- 
tionalism. Nineteen correspondents out 
of 20 have striven with might and main to 
present nothing but the truth. In order 
to make sure of their facts they have run 
the town over from early in the morning 
till late at night, waking members of tho 
cabinet! and Important senators out of 
their beds and refusing to accept rumor 
for news. 


Correspondent* on tne Jump. 


One thing that has made the work hard 


for the men of the press is the manner in 
which the news has been scattered through 
the city. Some days the shuttlecock of 
excitement moved from the big white cap- 
Itol to the executive mansion, or vice versa, 
three or four times, with incidental side 
•JJOWB at- the state denartment, the navy 


uepartuionc anci (BO warowoe. 
kept the'writers''-on tHtV jump from one 
end of the city to the other, but wherever 
the new* has been thickest and hottest 
there you may be sure newspaper men 
were to be found, plying their trade. 


Night cabinet"meetings have added to 


the excitement from the newspaper point 
of view. When a cabinet meeting Is held 
at the unusual hour of 9 iu the evening, 
that fact alone signifies events of unusual 
interest, and tnere/ore all the more impor- 
tant is it that tho press men should know 
all about what took place in the executive 
mansion. More than once have I witness- 
ed suoh scenes as those I am about to de- 
scribe. A night meeting of the cabinet; 
the carriages of tho members of the coun- 
cil standing about in the White House 
yard; upon the portico of the famous 
building assembled all the way from a 
dozen to SO newspaper representatives, 
waiting for the meeting to adjourn that 
they may if possible learn something of 
what has taken place. But in this throng 
upon the portico of the White House it 
would be difficult to find any of the older 
and more experienced 
com>«r-ondent3. 


Those who are present are principally the 
younger mon, the scouts of tho profession. 
Is it true, tben, thut such an important 
affair as this is left to the young men of 
the corps while the older ones take their 
ease In their offices or at tbelr homes? 


By no means. Go out into Pennsyl- 


vania avenue and yon will find porfcap? a 
dozen carriages, public conveyan6og,-stnnd- 
ing about. Inside, if you could look 
within, you would soe tho veteran news- 
paper correspondents of this city. They 
are simply waiting for the adjournment 
of the cabinet. As soon as they EGO the 
president's councilors come out and enter 
their waiting carriages the press men give 
orders to their cabbies. "To Secretary 
So-and-so's, and quick about it." The 
result is that when Mr. Secretary drives 
Up to bis house be Kinds a correspondent 
standing on his front steps. In ten min- 
utes tho newspaper man knows all he 
wants to know and is driving as rapidly 
as a cab horse can be induced to go for 
his offi/in,

New York, April !0.—Th* lack of *x» 


citement, nervousness or interruption to 
the ordinary orderly conduct of public 
affairs, and particularly bualneee opera- 
tions, with which this country paased 
from peace to war seems likely to be- 
come historical, iu the opinion of Brad- 
street's. When contraated 
with the 


records and extent of buiine&s move- 
ments at periods m the country's his- 
tory when war waa the final reiult of 
strained relations, the temper with which 
the country has recognised the out- 
break ot hostilities with a foreign power 
is not only proof that the dullness aud 
depression ot the past six weeka have 
largely discounted the effects usually 
witnessed, bat furnishes a valuable in- 
dex to the general point of view taken 
by the business community as to the out- 
come of the pending war. 


Little or no effect upon general trade 


distribution of an unfavorable charac- 
'ter is perceptible in the reports of the 
p&st week. Perhaps the most notable, 
•because the most uniform feature, has 
,been the unanimity with which thequo- 
tauons of leading staples have been 
marked up. These advances too have 
not been confined to food products, but 
include many widely differing articles 
alike of home and foreign growth. It is 
l.i ae that the greatest animation has 
been displayed in those products of the 
.United States and of foreign countries 
the ocean transportation of which is, in 
the :~sinds of some people, likely to be 
much inttifered with. Thus wheat, 
whose strong statistical position has 
been frequently referred to, has been 
arain marked up, chiefly because of -the 
excited foreign demand which has de- 
veloped and of the heavy advances at 
consuming points abroad. 


Following tne leading cereal in iti 


upward movement, corn, oats and flour 
have likewise advanced, while in porli 
and other animal products, notably lard, 
bacon and hams, quotations have also 
been marked up. The activity in gro- 
ceries throughout the country, a leading 
feature of the week, has been reflected 
in the higher quotations for coffee, sugar, 
canned goods of nearly a,ll sorts, cheese 
and potatoes. In the iron and steel in- 
dustry, while activity on former orders 
has been the leading feature, new busi- 
ness ihas been rather restricted, a con- 
spicuous exception to this, 
however, 


being the demand for steel plates, which 
have advanced very heavily at the sea- 
board, as a result primarily of the out- 
break of war. 


Distributive trade is quiet at the east, 


except in those lines which seem likely 
tp -be affected by war taxes. Wool ia 
dull, but manufacturers are reported 
making inquiries. Considerable busi- 
ness is looked for in the cotton and 
woolen goods trade as a r**ult of the 
filling of array order*. 


Business failures in the United State* 


this week number 245, a gain of 21 over 
last week's total, and comparing with 
244 in the corresponding week of 1897, 
254 in 1896 and 206 in 1895. 


Bank clearings are slightly smaller 


this week than last, aggregating U.09J,- 
000,000, a decrease of 1.7 percent from last

14.5 percent over 1894 and 1.5 per- 


cent over 189S. 
Compared with 1S93 and

Fatigue of MetBli. 


Grasp in both hands a strong wire of* 


iron rod and bend it backward and for- 
ward for a certain length of time and 
it breaks from what scientists call fn- 


: tigne. In other words, it is unable to 
| stand the strain of the violent expan- 
sion and compression to which the par- 
ticles are subjected. Much attention baa 
been given to this subject, and the fa- 
tigue and exhaustion of metals prova,, 
to be most interesting topics. 


It is, however, demonstrated that if 


the movement of the molecmles ceases 
before the breaking point is reached tha 
metal may recover. Fatigue iu metals 
is cured by rest, as is that in hntnan 
beings. Sometimes it requires yean of 
inaction to bring these metals back to 
their normal .state. Edged tools are 
greatly improved by putting away. Al- 
most every one is familiar with the fact 
that razors become after a time almost 
useless. If they are put away and al- 
lowed to remain untouched for a period 
of years, they recover their vitality, so 
to speak, and may be even befter than 
they were originally. Carpenters and 
workers who use flue tools would find it 
of great advantage to keep duplicate 
sets, cJne of which might be put away 
to rest while the other was doing serv- 
ice.—-New York Ledger. 


Whence C»me the Gordoni? 


In the absence of definite data one ii 


left to ground a theory of the initial in- 
spiration of the Gordons on the undis- 
puted tradition of their French origin. 
In the department of Lot, in the south- 
west of France, there ia a townlet of 
3,000 souls, still known, like the Kin- 
oardineshire fishing village, by the 
name of Gonrdon. France believes to 
this day that Gourdon is the seat of a 
great hidden gold treasure which King 
Clovis buried there in 511. A chance 
find in 1843 gives some credence to the 
belief. At any rate it might be taken as 
symbolic of the gift of tha race of men 
which Franoe madi to this country. 


The province of Aqttitaiue, in which 


Gonrdon ia a tiny dot, was just tha 
place to breed a hardy, adventurona 
race, for it bad long been the battle- 
ground of southern France, swept by 
successive hordes from the north. At 
early as the eighth century a duke of 
Gonrdon was constable of France, and 
the town touched English history when 
Richard the Lion foil at Chains by the 
hand of a soldier called Bertram da 
Gonrdon.—Blackwood's Magazine.

HISTORIC DIAMONDS. 


Art of Polishing Diamonds Unknown CTp 


to the Fourteenth Century. 


Pliny said that in gems might be per- 


ceived all the majesty of nature united in 
Email space. Epitomes of all that is most 
perfect, these fiowere of the rock add to 
splendw«Worui and color the quality that 
most impresses the imagination of finite 
man, durability, while in virtue of their 
rarity they become most truly precious— 
attributes all possessed in sovereign degree 
by the diarapnd, the Greek adamas, the 
"indomitable," the marvelous stone which 
nothing in nature, so the ancients believed, 
eould impress; which, placed on an anvil 
and struck w'ith a hammer, as Martial and 
Lucretius record (an erroneous test, re- 
sponsible for th« loss of many fine stones), 
shivered the iron without being affected by 
the blow. 
•* 


Plato described this gem as a kind of 


kernel formed in gold, condensed from the 
purest and noblest part of the metal and 
prized more for its medical and psyohioal 
virtues than for its beauty—in fact, up to 
the fourteenth century the art of polishing 
the diamond with its own duit had nob 
been discoveied. His theories wero sus- 
tained as late as the beginning of tho iif- 
tecnth century b; the alchemist Cardan, 
who believed that precious stones were en- 
gendered by juices distilled from gold, sil- 
ver and iron in the cavities of tbojocks, 
and who asserted solemnly that these 
masterpieces of nature, these quintessences 
of the precious metals, not only live, but 
also suffer illness, old age and death. 


This conviction that even the impene- 


trable crystal of the diamond incloses its 
atom of the universal spirit, together with 
all the vogue mystical notions concerning 
the influence of gems, the waning and re- 
juvenescence of the pearl, the opal, the 
turquoiso, in accordance with the fortunes 
of their human owners, the piesoriptions 
of the ancient pharmacopoeia which admin- 
istered powders of topaz or of hyacinth for 
the cure of hypochondria or sleeplessness; 
the superstitions of astrological mineral- 
ogy, which assigned a stone to each month 
and to each sign of the zodiac; Tbeo- 
pbrastus' division of gems into male and 
female, and tho theories of Dioscorides, of 
Avioenna, of Albertus Magnus and of St. 
Thomas Aquinas—all these may be traced 
back to their origin in that magnificent 
treasury of jewels, that dwelling place of 
mystery and mysticism, India, whose phi- 
losophers belt! the cardinal principle that 
tho souls of the erring might be impris- 
oned in the rock and serve out an incarna- 
tion in a gem.—Lippincott's Mags?'oe.

be a wnsto of money, but a pair of shoes 
will latt me two years before they show a 
sign of a break. They have to be rebeelod 
always end sometimes half soled, but the 
uppers arc good generally when I get tired 
of them and throw them away. It is all a 
matter of supplying the leather with the 
oil that is got from the animal in a nat- 
ural wny when it was hide and untanned. 
If you will remember, tannio acid is used 
on the hide in preparing it for commerce, 
and that is very drying. Indeed, leather 
ID which too much of it has been usetj'can 
never be made durable. It oraoki and 
breaks in 5 little while. lam talking now 
of black shoes.

"Insist always that your bootblack shall

My Dear Lizzie: 


A few days ago I attended a lecture 


on healthful foods and the ingredients 
therefor, and many of the things said 
and goods exhibited were in the line of 
pure advertising, yet there were many 
truths given, which I am going to tell 
you about. 


The adulteiation of food products is 


carried on beyond the ken of most peo- 
ple, and It seems to be the simplest and 
most necessary things which are apt to 
be adulterated the most. 


Pepper, which is used every day by 


nearly every person, is adulterated in 
many cases with buckwheat hulls ;<id 
with cocoa shells, and, of course, brings 
in a good profit to the manufacturer. 
White pepper, which so many people 
think especially desirable, is the outer 
shuck of the pepper kernel, and is more 
delicate than the ground black seed 
•which it envelopes. 


Howl many cooks ask for a mild mus- 


tard, when money could be saved by 
buying the strong mustard and making 
It "mild" by the addition of flour or corn- 
starch. 


In buying articles of food, do not buy 


"compounds," as that means simply a 
mixed or adulterated article or low 
grade product. 


Cocoa, "which forms the best part of 


the breakfast for some people, is many 
times adulterated with flour and starch. 
Now, I wonder if you understand just 
the difference between cocoa and choco- 
late. Well, put in a nutshell, it Is this: 
In cocoa, a part of the cocoa butter is 
pressed out, then the cocoa is dried and 
pulverized, making it less rich 'than 
chocolate, out of which no butter is 
pressed; consequently, chocolate is bet- 
ter for pesple who need a fattening 
product, and cocoa is more desirable for 
those who do not. In all cases of cocoa 
making, boil the liquid for a minute, at 
least, as it makes a finer and more 
healthful drink. 


In baking powder, triere are some few 


—flve, I believe—which are practically 
pure, but there are many which are 
highly adulterated with alum. Now, if 
cream of tartar, which is the crystals 
formed on casks in which wine is put 
away, was not so expensive, we should 
have no baking powders, as soda and 
cream of tartar are the most healthful, 
but cream of tartar at 25 cents a pound 
puts less money in the manufacturer's 
pocket than alum at five cents, and so 
the result. There are pure baking pow- 
ders, and they are so well placed before 
the public that there is no mistaking 
them. 


Now, about extracts: Probably more 


vanilla extract is used than all other 
kinds put together. This comes from 
the vanilla bean, which grows in Mexico 
In a similar way to bananas; they are 
gathered and dried until they shrink to 
the size of a lead pencil, and then are 
Jworth $15 a. pound. 
An extract made 


from the Tonga bean, which is of a 
poisonous variety and grows in French 
Guiana, sells for a little more than a 
dollar a pound, hence its large consump- 
tion in extracts. One reliable test can 
always be made. Extract made from 
the vanilla bean will not standjoeat; it 
must be added to custards, sauces, pud- 
dings and the like when they are nearly 
cold, in order to retain the rich flavor; if 
desired to flavor cake with it, put it in 
the frosting. 
On the contrary, the 


Tonga betn extract will stand any 
amount of heat. This is also used to 
give a particular scent to snuff. 


Confectioners' sugar is generally pure, 


and sparkles because it contains water; 
when this is eliminated it becomes gran- 
ulated sugar. Maple sugar is adulter- 
ated many times with glucose. Granu- 
lated sugar ma.de from beet and from 
cane analyze 
identically. 
The drip- , 


pings from the boiling of the cane juice 
for sugar is what is called molasses. 


One of the most nutritious foods and 


£he most easily prepared is gelatine. It 
Is made from the calf's foot, stomach, 
bones and trimmings of the hide, and 
that from the shoulder of a hide is really 
concentrated nutrition. England uses 
seven times as much gelatine a« Ameri- 
ca, especially in the hospitals. 


Many of our daintiest desserts are 


made from gelatine, and, when it is so 
healthful and easily prepared, 
it is 


strange that it is not more generally 
used. Try it for the little ones. 


Now, do not thing I am preaching you 


a sermon, for I am only cautioning you 
against injurious things. When there 
are so many well-known and reliable 
food products, do not take up with every 
new thing which comes along, unless you 
are certain that it is better than the old 
kind.

Have ready one pint 
of fine bread or cracker crumbs, place 
a layer in the bottom of y& dish, then a 
layer of fish, a layer of i**A,ssing and so 
on, having crumbs for the last layer. 
Bake till brown. 


STEYv'ED KIDNEY. 


Prepare a moderate-sized beef kidney 


by removing all the fat and fibre; place 
in boiling water in a porcelain kettle 
and boil slowly for about half an hour, 
then cut in small pieces and place in a 
double boiler; cover with milk; add a 
tablespoonful of butter and thicken with 
flour until about the consistency of cus- 
tard. Season with salt and pepper, add 
a little chopped parsley and serve with 
boiled rice. 


MACAROON PIE.

Roll six macaroons fine, add one cup/ 


of chopped apples, three eggs, a tea- 
cupful of cream, two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped citron and one-half teacupful 
of sugar. Mix well together. Line deep 
pans with puff paste, fill with the mix- 
ture and bake in a hot oven. 


DEVILED FISH. 


One pound of cold boiled fish, picked in 


small pieces. Into a saucepan put a ta- 
blespoonful of butter, one of flour, one- 
half pint of milk. Stir constantly until 
It boils. Then add one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, dash of pepper, three hard-boiled 
eggs, chopped fine, and a tablespoonful 
of parsley. Stir in flsh. Put into dish, 
cover top with bread crumbs and bake 
a few minutes in a hot oven. 


MT. LEBANON PUDDING. 


One pin£*of fine bread crumbs, one 


quart of sweet milk, three ounces of loaf 
sugar, a small piece of butter, the yolks 
of four eggs and the grated rind of one 
lemon; bake till done, then spread the 
top with jelly; whip the whites of the 
eggs stiff, add three ounces of pul- 
verized sugar, in which has been stirred 
the juice of the lemon.

Chairman Perry then called on George 


French, Superintendent of Schools I. F. 
Hall, Dr. if. J. Millard, Lawyer E. H. 
Beer, Rev. J. 0. Tebbette and J, L. Com- 
iskey, all of whom spoke heartily in favor 
of the ordinance. Mr. Hall spoko of the 
experiences of the truant officer as shew- 
ing the need lor some law to control boys 
13 or 14 j ears of age, and said that parents 
never objected to the truant law, but in 
many cases thank the officer for his woik. 
He thought the curfew law would be re- 
ceived in the same way. 


Mr. Beer was the only one 10 make 


objections or suggestions. 
He was in 


favor of the ordinance, but thought the 
time of curfew should be made 9 o'clock 
all the year round, instead of S o'clock in 
winter. Mrs. Whitaker replied by say- 
ing that such a. change might be best, 
and the W. C. T. U. would be very willing 
to have it made. The organization did 
not care to insist on details of the law, but 
were only anxious that it be passed as 
seemed best to the council. 


The hearing then adjourned, and the 


committee will report Tuesday evening. 
It is expected that they may report fav- 
orably, with the change in hours sug- 
gested.

on the cast end, which will be when 
the work is dono the front instead of the 
rear end of the synagogue. Inside altera- 
tions will be made and the building may 
be graced by a handsome tower, although 
this has not yet been fully decided upon. 


The society, which is known aa the 


Congregation ot the House of Israel, has 
in its treasury 5600 with which to begin 
the work, and ij?3CO more has bean pledged. 
The \vork will cost about $1,500 ind the 
business men of the city mill bo asked to 
aid. The members say their people never 
have to receive charity from ths city and 
it is very seldom one is arrested. They 
therefoie feel that they are entitled to 
some consideratiou and worthy ot aid in 
their efforts to provide suitable accommo- 
dations for their' growing membership- 


The synagogue was build five years ago, 


when tho membership of the congrega- 
tion was only 16. Now there are con- 
nected with the congregation 50 heads of 
families, and there are 35 more ia the city 
who, 
tha members feel? ought to be so 


connected and probably will be in due 
time, so it is expected that at no distant 
day the congregation will number 400 and 
tha enlarged synagogue will have none 
too much room. The mortgage on the 
building is only f2,000, and with the 
met-r.s alre-.dy on hand for the enlarge- 
ment and tne 
congregation growing 


steadily the society feels warranted in go- 
ing ahead with the work, which will be 
begun about May 10 and bo done by the 
day. 
' 


Among the Jewish population-of the 


city are home 50 naturalized citizens who 
are hot for the war with Spain, as they 
have a bitter grudge of 400 years standing 
against that nation, growing out of the 
atrocities to which their people were 
subjected at the time of the inquisition.
